1* the Office of Special Operations will function in soeordsnee with 
the following policies* 

the mission of the Office of Special Operations is the conduct, 
under tho direct supervision of the Director, of all organised federal 
espionage end eeumteresploaage operations outside the United States and its 
possessions for tho collection of foreign intelligence information required 
for the national security, Dueh espionage end counterespionage operations 
may involve seml-evert end soai-oovert activities for the full performance 
of the mission. 

b. The Assistant Director for Mesial Operations will be directly 
responsible to the Director of Central Intelligence for carrying out the 
Missions assigned hie, for the security of operational tutorial and methods 
and for the collection of secret foreign intelligence inforaation required by 
the Office of Collection and Dissemination and other user departments and 
egeneies* 


&• The Office of Special Operations will coordinate its field 
collection activities with other agencies of the Central Intelligence Group 
charged with comparable function*. 

&» All Intelligence information collected by the Office of Special 
Operations will be put In usmble fora, graded as to source and reliability, 
and delivered as spot infornation to the Office of Research and Evaluation 
or to other departments and agencies when appropriate, the Offloe of Special 
Operations trill Carry out no research and evaluation functions other than 
those pertaining to counterespionage intelligence and to the grading of aouree 
end reliability. 


e, In order to provide a basis for grading future intelligence 
information to be collected by the Office of Speoial Operationa the informa¬ 
tion collected will be carefully screened by the Office of Research a*d,_ 

Evaluation. The latter office will render a periodic report indicating HR 70-14 

brm&tlon obtained in each area of operations. (U)
